Various attempts have boon made by Phi- 

losophers to give a definition of the complex 
animal—man—and with different degrees of 
success, some have come nearer the truth than 
others, but all have left more or less room for 
objections—one distinguishes man as a laugh- 
ing and crying animal, but monkeys can laugh 
and crocodiles and dogsare capable of erying. 
Another insists upon the exercise of reason, 
as the characteristic of man, but he only pos- 
sesses this in a higher degree, and with the 
advantage of greater cultivation than other 
animals, many of which are known to evince 
reason, though instinct generally predomi. 
nates. A third theorist would have us con- 
sider the gift of speech as peculiar to man, 
and distinguishing him from the rest of crea- 
tion. But this is easily answered, for to say 
nothing of the many that talk without possess- 
ing, at least, without ever manifesting rea- 
son, (madmenand fools for example) we know 
very weil that parrotscan utter distinct, articu- 
late sounds—and, if we are correctly inform- 
ed, with meaning too in some instances. 

There is, doubtless, much truth in each of 
the:e accounts, and there is likewise some er- 
ror also. It has occurred to me that man 
micht as well be culled a Aypocritical animal, 
and the definition woul i hold good in quite as 
many instances, and to quite as great extent 
as any of those I have quoted—I admit there 
are exceptions —cats are generally accounted 
decogful, capable of concealing for a long 
time, and with the utmost precaution, their 
treacherous and cruel dispositions—still there 


cat yields to the dictates of its nature it will 
be found to exhthit much more of cruelty than 
hypocrisy, especially as it is seldom, if ever, 
thus cruel to those whom it has sought to 
please—other Mstances might be given, but I 
view them in the same light. 

Man is pre-eminently hypocritical, “from 
helpless in aney to hoavy age”’—this propensi- 
ty “ grows with his growth, and strengthens 
with his strength.” Beneath a fair external 
he often hides the blackest villainy, and under 
a smiling face conceals the deadliest hate. 

“ *Tis too much proved, that with devotion’s visage, 

“ And prows action, we do sugar o'er 

“ ‘The devil biunself.” 
But such instances, though by far too numer- 
ous for the repatetion of our kind, are never- 
theless limited — iy pocrisy for the most part 
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we may get along with a very moderate share 
of truth and honesty. 

But a better argument than either ia, thot 
prudence dictates that he who would prosper 
shoukl conceal his designs and real opinions 
trom all but the favoured few in whom he has 
the most unbounded confidence—that. he 
shoukl win at the expense of those who, of 
course, Must lose—that, in short, he should 
look upon every man asa rogue, till assured 
of the contrary—a mode otf i casoning some- 
what singulg, but certainly coming to the 
point with adfhira le precision. 

This is not all —the advocates of this syatem 
of dec. ption bring it before us ina dress still 
more winning. They appeal to our benevo 
lent teelings; to our love of peace and order in 
ociety ; and would persuad us that to avoid 
shocking the feelings of our neyghbors, creat. 
ing ill-will and des'roying that good under: 
Standing whicl! ought ever to prevail among 
peaceable and polite pople, we must be de- 
ceithol—we must conceal our true sentiments, 
unless they happen to be very favourable to

The happy effect education has on man, in im- 





proving his nature, has been acknowledged by all ; 
and few, if any, at this enlightened period, can be 
found who are willing to enrol themselves among the 
enemies of education ; the advantages to be derived 
from it, are so obvious, as not to require any labour- 
ed process of reasoning to demwonstrate them ; they 
present themselves te the view of all; even they, 
who feel themselves the most deficient in this parti- 
cular, do not, as in most other cases, endeavour to 
lesson its value, by a long enumeration of the evils 
wd disadvantages attcading it—true, an assertion bos 


been male, as an oljection, that the more reined 





assumesa miller form, and because its guise 


greater credit and nore extetsive influence— 
It isto be found more or less in every rank, 
coudition and class of society —among the wise, 
the valiant and the gay—the wealthy and the 
poor betray it, the lowly and the noble are 
not freed from it, and even the fair sex— 
* heaven's last, best gift to man,” sre not im- 
maculate in this respect ; and yet it is one of 
the cummo est thongs in the world to hear 
people speak of hypocrisy as if it were confined 
to one class of men—the religious—and as if 
the term were intended merely to express de- 
ception among them—and itis really one of the 
most uncommon things to see this mistake no- 
ticed. 

Luse hypocrisy according to its derivation, 
us sicnifying a conccalment of real character, 
and an assumption of one that does not belong 
to us— thus includ ng all manner of deception, 
for we always, in attempting to deceive, are 
obliged to feign a character such as will be 
likely to suit our purposes—and in this view 
hypocrisy not only is not confined to religious 
people, but does not even exist among them 
in any thing like the same extent as among 
some other classes, especially among genteel, 
fashionable people—and no wonder 
should be the case since their very systems of 
education are calculat -d and intended to teach 
hypocrisy in all its varieties. 

Education, by which I mean the whole train- 
ing or bringing up, including personal accom 
plishments and mental culture—which last, 
by the way, is by far the smallest part of the 
concern, especially among females, for the 
thing chiefly aimed at is to prepare them for 
passing easily, comfortably, and, in courtly 
phrase, respeclah/y through life, and of course, 
in this plan every thing which micht have a 
different tendency is carefully avoided —Kdu 
cation in this sense, among such classes, in- 
stead of calling forth into exercise their good 
qualities and suppressing the evil, has a ten 
dency almost the very reverse, If it do not 
openly encourage evil, it at lesst teaches the 
secret practice of it, and the assumption of « 
guise to hide that evil. Children are early 
tuught to weara different face as to them cir 
cumstances may scem to require—and the ap- 
| pearance of virtue is thought to be quite as 
| Valuable as the reality, and vastly more con- 
verient. 

It would be bad enough if this dissimulstion 
were merely tolerated, but it wears a much 





worse aspect when we observe that itis open- 
ly advocated and defended! ; and that not by 
obscure er unimportant men, but by the great, 
and in Other respects, good—by men of sta- 
tion and influence, whes* precepts, seconde: 

by such example, are likely enough to be 
adopted and practised. 

Kt is worth one’s while to notice the «'ffer- 
ent turns which writers on morals have given 
to this matter, and the strange pleasthey urge 
to jnstify deception. We are told that some 
times we may take for granted that nobody is 
deceived, because they know, or ought to 
know, at least, that we don’t mean to act or 
speak truly in the case, as in complimentary 
discourse, promises, protestations, and assur- 
ances of regard inexpressible, and services un- 
hesitating and unfailing—servants denying 
that their masters are at home when called 
upon, &e. And if people have a different opin- 
ion of us it shows thesr ignorance, and argues 
but indifferently for ther penetration. Again 
to aflord us somewhat of ease in the matter of 
conscience, we are gravely informed that we 
are not always obliged to speak or act the 
truth, because it somnetimes happens that peo- 
ple have no right to Ano 
men, foclsand murderers, for instances, among 
others, As we are left 10 judge for ourselves 
in the case, we have the privilege of placing 
m this rank of titled” whom we 
pir ase—and consequently we are at liberty to 
tell them what we may suit ourselves-——-and 
ussume what character we choose. Thus if

SKETCHES OF AMERICA, 
BY & TRAVELLER. 

Ist. SKETCH.—Laxx Ente and its tides. 

This Lake is a beautiful sheet of water, the 
Eastern outlet of the Inland Seas of North 
America, throwing their accumulated streams 
into the lower basin of Lake Ontario by the 
celebrated Falls of Niagara. 

The shores of Erie are uncommonly low and 
devoid of picturesque beauty ; a succession of 
uninterrupted cliffs or sandy shores, are the 
objects most commonly met with. ‘The Wes- 
tern side is ornamented by many pretty Is_ 
lands. Sandusky Bay is a fine harbor; but 
difficult to enter having avery crooke! Chan- 
nel, white the Shores are as level as those of 
the Atlan’ic Ocean, in the Bay of Delaware 
and Chesapeake. : 

To this sameness the Eastern Shores from 
the town of Erie to Buffalo, form an exception 
—Here are seen at a distance, the Northern 
termination of the Alleghany Mountains, near- 
ly unbroken by valleys, but luxuriant in syl- 
van scencs—small hills reach over the Lake ; 
and in the state of New-York, the variety of 
human habitations and labours, add te the 
beauty of the whole. 

sloons, Schoonersand Steamboats, navigate 
the Lake from April to November. 
merce, enterprize and pleasure, combine to 
produce activity and despatch. One may go 
from Detroit to Buffalo in less than 3 days, 
and to New-York in 8 days. This Inland Sea 
will soon become the centre of a great com- 
mercial Emporium, stretching its arme East 
and North by the Lakes, West and Sonth by 
the New-York and Ohio Canals. 

The want of good harbors will then be sad- 
ly felt, and artificial ones will be required.— 
Sandusky, the only good natural harbor, has 
not been made the head of navigation, owing 
to its Western situation. Cleaveland has been 
preferred, where every thing is to be done at 
immense labour and cost. Buffaloe is now 
vithout an adequate harbor, and the Black 
Rock basin is a blunder from beginning to end. 
Nothing will do but digging a harbour near 
Buffaloe, which could casily be done in the 
level meadows. 
The tides of Lake Erie, have often heen 
noticed ; but seldom properly distinguished. 
There are several kind of tides there: if by 
tides we understand perio:lical rises of water 
The diurnal tides exist ; but are so inconspicu- 
ous as to escape observation, unless closely 
watched : Six inches is their utmost rise, and 
when the other tides come on, they are ab- 
sorbed by them. These great tides are the 
Aerial tides and Vernal tides—whenever 
the wind blows to any extent or duration, 
arise of waters take place in the opposite quar- 
ter of the Lake: these Aerial tides are very 
conspicuous, and in a storm, produce a rise of 
5 or 6 feet. The spring tides are cansed by 
the melting of ice, and increased streams in 
the vernal season. The rise of waters varies 
according to the seasons, from 2 to 5 feet.— 
When the Verna! and Aerial tides unite, the 
greatest rise is experienced, and the low lands 
are even overflowed. : 
The Lake is also subject to a regular, con- 
stant and gradusl decrease of water. This 
phenomenon is connected with 4 similar de- 
cpease of all our Lakes, ant even the Sea.— 
This decrease has been only lately noticed; 
but it is stated to have been of 2 or 3 feet with- 
in the last 50 years. It is worth while to notice 
it accurately, as it may have great influence 
in the future navigation of the Lake.
